GEAC hopes to encourage more Greenbelt East-ers to regis¬ 
ter to vote in Greenbelt before the upcoming City Council 
election. 


Green - Handled Spades to Turn 
Earth For Green Line Station

The groundbreaking ceremony for Metrorail’s Green 
Line terminus in Greenbelt is expected to attract federal, 
state and county officials as well as the Greenbelt community 
on Saturday, October 7 at 10 a.m. Three dozen green-han¬ 
dled shovels will be wielded by guests to scoop up the first 
spadefuls of earth that will mark the start of the long- 
awaited Greenbelt station. The event will take place on 
the station site located south of the Beltwav and directly 
west of Cherrywood Lane and the Springhill Lake Apart¬ 
ments. 


Roy Dahl presented a draft of 
the flyer designed by the voter 
registration subcommittee, with 
information on how, when and 
where to register, as well as 
reasons why. The flyer was no- 
proved for distribution by GEAC, 
which also voted to spend $125 
to have it printed for distribu¬ 
tion throughout the communities 
in Greenbelt East. 

A current listing of registered 
voters in each GEAC commun¬ 
ity was distributed, to be cross- 
referenced with the list of resi¬ 
dents. Only those not currently 
registered will receive the flyer. 
Follow-up canvassing, by tele¬ 
phone or door-to-door visiting, 
is planned. 

In anticipation of the election, 
President Bob Zugby was re¬ 
quested to arrange for a candi¬ 
dates’ night, to be held at Green- 
briar between the close of nomi¬ 
nations and the November 7 
election. 

The Sun Also Rises 

GEAC discussed the brief ap¬ 
pearance of Sunrise property de¬ 
veloper Ronald Cohen at the Au¬ 
gust 22 council worksession and 
considered what steps, if any, 
GEAC could take to prevent high- 
density residential development 
of the property. 

The site is currently zoned for 
the density of development 
Cohen is proposing, although a 
site plan has yet to be approved. 
Rezoning of the site to permit 
commercial development would 
require a traffic impact study. 
No rezoning would be approved 
by the County if the expected 
level of service were to be worse 
than the level projected for all 
currently approved developments 
and planned road improvements. 

City council member Ed Putens 
shared with GEAC a memoran¬ 
dum from Celia Wilson, City 
Planning & Development Coor¬ 
dinator, presenting her analysis 
of traffic impact of Sunrise Vil¬ 
lage. Wilson concluded that, 
“with planned road improvements,

the adjacent road network can 
absorb traffic by an apartment 
complex but not by an office 
development at the density stud- 
ied.” The Hanover Parkway 
Greenbelt Road intersection could 
absorb the traffic from commer¬ 
cial development at a maximum 
density of 35,000 square feet, ac¬ 
cording to Wilson’s analysis. 

Zugby decried not only the 
traffic impacts but the concom¬ 
itant demand for city services 
of the 478 apartment units cur¬ 
rently planned. “We are looking 
at,” he said, “intolerably high 
density residential development or 
intolerably high density commer¬ 
cial development from a devel¬ 
oper who doesn’t need or seek 
our approval.” 

Putens suggested that a third 
alternative might be possible, the 
acquisition of the property for 
parkland. For the city to at¬ 
tempt condemnation and purchase 
would require passage of a bond 
issue with an accompanying rise 
in the tax rate, clearely not a feas¬ 
ible alternative, Putens help out 
the hope, however, that a signifi¬ 
cant infusion of federal funds 
might be possible and that the 
National Park Service could be 
interested in adding the prop- 


Also running are Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld, Mayor Pro Tern 
Joseph Isaacs, and council mem¬ 
bers Antoinette (Toni) Bram, 
Edward Putens and Thomas X. 
White. 

Roberts Biography 

Rodney Roberts, 31, a lifelong 
resident of Greenbelt, grew up 
at 2-G Research Road. He went 
to school in Greenbelt, attending 
North End Elementary School 
and Parkdale High School, and 
was active in city sports, 

Roberts currently lives at 
38-M Ridge Road and works for 
Boyd Enterprises, a minority- 
owned business based in Green¬ 
belt. He is a mechanic, welder 
and shop foreman. Also a skilled 
carpenter, he has helped his 
friends remodel their houses ana 
is proud of the fact that he 
lives in a historic community. 
Roberts is dedicated to the prop¬ 


erty to its Greenbelt holdings. 

The sense of the meeting was 
that GEAC would continue to 
monitor the Sunrise situation as 
site plans are presented to the 
Advisory Planning Board and 
City Council for approval and 
as any other developments arise 
throughout the city and county 
approval processes. 

Other Issues 

In addressing the recurring 
Schrom Hills Park Lake wetlands 
theme, Zugby reported that he 
had drafted a letter asking for 
an update on the status of the 
wetlands permit. He intended to 
mail it within the week to the 
Corps of Engineers, the city and 
county, state and federal repre¬ 
sentatives. 

Dahl presented his idea for an 
alternate alignment of the new 
exit ramp from the Baltiniore- 
Washington Parkway onto Green¬ 
belt Road. The planned realign¬ 
ment will move the ramp 
north and east, affecting Green- 
briar and creating what will 
be a third set of traffic 
lights on Greenbelt Road from 
Hanover Parkway to the Green¬ 
way Center entrance. Would it 
be possible, Dahl wondered, to 
create a separate exit for north¬ 
bound Parkway traffic onto east- 
bound Greenbelt Road? He en¬ 
visioned either flying a ramp 
to Greenbelt Road over the west¬ 
bound 95 exit to the northbound 


ervation of the original town 
plan. 

An active environmentalist and 
outdoorsman, Roberts is also a 
woodland and wildlife photogra¬ 
pher whose work has been dis¬ 
played locally. As co-chair of 
the Committee to Save the G^een 
Belt, he has organized weekly 
tours of the “green belt” for 
almost two years. In addition, he 
has designed and constructed two 
prize-winning booths in the city’s 
Labor Day Festival Proceeds 
from the sale of his collection 
of photographs of the Greenbelt 
woods were donated to the com¬ 
mittee. 

He is also interested in such 
issues as senior citizens’ needs 
and recreation, as well as con¬ 
cerned with the problems of traf¬ 
fic congestion, crime, pollution, 
and taxes. 


The facility will include the 
station, a parking area for 3,000 
cars and ramps for the Beltway. 
Cherrywood Lane is now being 
widened and will extend north¬ 
ward over the Beltway to con¬ 
nect with the Capital Office Park 
complex and Ivy Lane. 

Metro’s Transit Car Service 
and Inspection Yard will be sit¬ 
uated on 70 acres of the Belts- 
ville Agricultural Research Cen¬ 
ter (BARC). The tract is direct-

ly north of the Beltway and west 
of the CSX railroad right-of-way. 

Although metrorail’s construc¬ 
tion in Prince Georges County 
has been held up over the years 
by funding problems, lawsuits, 
disputes over road and metro 
routes and environmental ques¬ 
tions, all have apparently been 
resolved except two. One involves 
a construction permit for the ser-

The bond 
issue for Schrom Hills Park was 
well thought out. The bond issue 
for the community center left 
more questions than it had ans¬ 
wers. 

During the 1987 election cam¬ 
paign, the candidates promised to 
move forward on senior housing? 
Today, it remains an unmet need. 

For the last 20 years, citizens 
have sought to resolve the future 
of Greenbelt Lake Park by adont- 
ing a plan to govern its future? 
Today, only a few steps have been 
taken to resolve this issue. 

The Council members we elect 
this November must be commit¬ 
ted to deliver on their promises. 

Remember to judge candidates 
— both incumbents and challeng¬ 
ers — not only on what they say 
they’ll do but more importantly 
on their previous performance in 
public office. Promises are easy; 
delivering on those is a true lit¬ 
mus test! It is also easy to for¬ 
get that promise once elected. It 
is hard work to keep those pledg¬ 
es once made. 

All current candidates for City 
Council have a track record.

To the Editor: 

Many times over the past 11 
years as a public official I have 
been taken to task for the short¬ 
comings of either myself or state 
government. I accept this not 
very pleasant task as part of the 
job of a delegate. However, in 
fairness, it would also be pleasant 
to be acknowledged when one 
has been at least moderately re¬ 
sponsible for doing something 
worthwhile.

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vice and inspection yard; the oth¬ 
er stems from a threat by the 
College Park Pilots Association 
and Friends of College Park Air¬ 
port to bring their environmei - 
tal and safety concerns to Con¬ 
gress. 

Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transit Authority officials are 
confident that the Green Line 
from Fort Totten to Greenbelt 
will open in late 1993 as sched¬ 
uled. The Corps of Engineers, 
they note, has already indicated 
its intent to grant a construc¬ 
tion permit for the service and 
inspections yard. The permit 
awaits the Fish and Wildlife Ser¬ 
vice's recommendation, which is 
expected this week. 

A permit had been withheld 
by the Corps for over a year 
because of concerns about dis¬ 
turbing extensive wetlands on the 
BARC site. Evaluation of the 
tract has been conducted by var¬ 
ious agencies including the En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency 
and the Fish and Wildlife Ser¬ 
vice. To address the problem, 
Metro is expected to employ miti¬ 
gation measures, such as replace¬ 
ment of the wetlands excavated. 

In December 1988, the airport 
groups lost their suit to stop 
construction of the Green Line 
in Prince Georges County. They 
had cited safety and environ¬ 
mental concerns and the historic

PARTMENT OF LEGISLATIVE REFERENCE PURSU¬ 
ANT TO CHAPTER 77 OF THE ACTS OF THE GEN¬ 
ERAL ASSEMBLY OF MARYLAND OF 1983, BY RE¬ 
PEALING AND REENACTING WITH AMEND¬ 
MENTS SECTION 4, TITLE “CREATION, QUALIFICA¬ 
TIONS; COMPENSATION”, TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
MAYOR SHALL RECEIVE A SALARY OF $6,000 PER 
ANNUM AND THAT THE OTHER MEMBERS OF 
COUNCIL EACH SHALL RECEIVE A SALARY OF 
$5,000 PER ANNUM 

The above titled Charter amendment shall become and 
be considered a part of the Charter of the City of Green¬ 
belt, Maryland, according to the terms of the amendment, 
in all respects to be effective and observed as such, 
upon the 13th day of November, 1989, unless on or before 
the 23rd day of October, 1989 there shall be presented 
to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or 
mailed to it by registered mail, a petition for referendum 
signed by twenty percent or more of the persons qualified 
to vote in the regular election of the City of Greenbelt, 
requesting the above Charter amendment be submitted 
on referendum to the voters of the City of Greenbelt.
